NEW  YORK  (GCN)-ln  spite  of  a 
massive  gay  protest  directed  towards  the 
ABC  television  network,  ABC  affiliates 
and  sponsors,  the  network  has  an¬ 
nounced  that  it  will  air  “Marcus  Welby, 
“The  Outrage”  on  Tuesday,  Oct. 

8. 

The  program  has  been  cancelled  in 
Boston  and  Springfield,  Mass.;  Lafayette, 
La.;  Baltimore,  and  Philadelphia.  In  ad¬ 
dition,  stations  in  Washington,  D.C.  and 
New  Bedford,  Mass.,  have  agreed  to  run 
the  program  with  pro-gay  disclaimers. 

Gay  Media  Action  reports  that  the 
main  reason  ABC  is  putting  the  pro¬ 
gram  on  the  air  is  that  there  is  nothing 
to  replace  it  with.  Welby  has  run  far 
behind  in  production  this  year  and  there 
aie  no  new  shows  to  replace  “The  Out¬ 
rage.”  Also,  many  persons  believe  ABC 
is  trying  to  “save  face”  by  not  backing 
down  in  the  face  of  a  massive  protest. 

Loretta  Lotman,  Chairperson  of  Gay 
Media  Action,  says  the  airing  of  Welby 
is  “not  a  defeat  for  the  gay  community. 
We  have  shown  our  power;  we  are  a 
force  to  be  reckoned  with  now  and  in 
the  future.  I'm  sure  this  is  a  case  of  los¬ 
ing  a  battle  but  winning  the  war.”  Ac¬ 
tion  Is  now  being  organized  to  form  a 
national  inquiry  into  the  way  gay  peo¬ 
ple  are  portrayed  in  the  mass  media. 

All  products  advertised  on  this  pro¬ 
gram  will  be  subject  to  a  national  gay 
boycott.  The  final  list  of  sponsors  will 
be  announced  next  week. 

Another  program  deserving  protest 
from  the  gay  community  is  scheduled 
to  air  later  this  month  on  NBC-TV.  The 
“Police  Woman”  episode  scheduled  for 
Oct.  25  portrays  three  lesbians  ripping 
off  residents  of  a  nursing  home.  No  fur¬ 
ther  details  of  the  script  are  available  at 
this  time. 


This  is  the  second  program  of  the 
year  where  NBC  has  used  lesbians  as 
“heavies”  in  scripts.  The  first  program, 
“Born  Innocent,”  was  the  premiere 
Movie  of  the  Week  and  showed  Linda 
Blair  being  raped  in  the  shower  roomof 
a  juvenile  home  by  lesbians  using  a 
broom  handle.

NEW  YORK  (GCN)-A  screening  was 
held  Monday  afternoon,  Oct.  7,  for  adver¬ 
tisers  having  time  on  the  Marcus  Welby, 
“Outrage”  episode.  Representatives  of  the 
companies  flew  in  from  across  the  country 
to  attend  the  screening.  The  Hanes  Stock¬ 
ing  Co.  has  been  added  to  the  list  of  adver¬ 
tisers  for  their  “Sheer  Energy”  product. 
Their  advertising  agency  is  Dancer  Fitz¬ 
gerald  Sample.  Reports  are  that  ABC  has 
now  sold  4  minutes  of  time  for  the  show. 

A  Gay  Activist  Alliance  demonstration 
outside  of  ABC  on  Monday  was  covered 
by  several  TV  stations  in  their  local  news 
casts,  as  well  as  by  the  wire  services. 

Gays  employed  by  ABC  have  planned 
to  mail  an  in-office  letter  to  all  employees, 
signed  collectively  by  the  gay  employes, 
to  alert  ABC  staffers  to  the  feelings  of  the 
gay  people  within  ABC  with  hopes  of  rais¬ 
ing  consciousness  there. 

WMTW  in  Portland,  Maine,  has  agreed 
to  run  a  disclaimer  from  gay  organizations 
with  the  Welby  showing  and,  also,  stated 
they  will  not  under  any  circumstances 
show  the  episode  again  as  a  rerun. 


Buck’s  Will  Contested

RUTLAND,  Vt.— Using  anti-homo¬ 
sexual  prejudice  to  their  advantage,  at¬ 
torneys  for  the  children  of  the  late 
Pearl  S.  Buck  have  succeeded  in  over¬ 
turning  the  Nobel-prize  winning  au¬ 
thor’s  will.  In  the  will,  a  significant  por¬ 
tion  of  money  was  left  to  Theodore 
Finlay  Harris,  a  former  dance  teacher 
who  was  Ms.  Buck’s  collaborator,  busi¬ 
ness  manager  and  frequent  companion 


in  the  final  decade  of  her  life. 

Fred  I.  Parker  and  Peter  Langrock, 
the  two  lawyers  involved,  successfully 
convinced  the  jury  that  Harris  had  ex¬ 
erted  “undue  influence”  on  Ms.  Buck, 
and  that  the  will  should  therefore  be 
invalidated.  Their  argument,  simply, 
was  that  while  Harris  had  admitted  a 
homosexual  past  to  Ms.  Buck,  he  falsely 
told  her  that  he  was  no  longer  homo¬ 


sexual  and  professed  romantic  interest 
in  her— and  thus  there  was  an  implica¬ 
tion  of  fraud. 

To  prove  their  point,  the  lawyers 
produced  a  witness,  John  Anderson  of 
Brooklyn,  N.Y.,  who  told  the  court 
that  Harris  made  a  pass  at  him  in  1966, 
three  years  after  Harris  had  established 
his  professional  and  personal  relation¬ 
ship  with  Ms.  Buck. 

Parker  and  Langrock  were  retained  by 
Edgar  Walsh,  37,  a  New  York  stock¬ 
broker,  and  of  Ms.  Buck’s  seven  adopted 
sons  and  daughters.  Walsh  took  the 

) 


court  action  on  behalf  of  all  of  the  chil¬ 
dren.  (Ms.  Buck’s  only  natural  child, 
Carol,  lives  in  New  Jersey  in  an  institu¬ 
tion  for  the  mentally  retarded  and  had 
nothing  to  do  with  the  court  action.) 

After  the  jury’s  verdict  was  an¬ 
nounced,  Walsh  said  that  “our  family 
honor  has  been  vindicated.” 

But  Frederick  Pope,  a  Brattleboro, 
Vt.,  attorney  representing  the  executors 
of  the  estate,  Col.  and  Mrs.  William  H. 
Drake  of  Danby,  Vt.,  charged  that  the 
decision  was  a  “product  of  passion  and 
.  prejudice.”

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Pope  said  that  Ms.  Buck  “obviously 
knew  what  Harris’s  proclivities  were.” 

He  pointed  out  that  in  the  “artistic  cir¬ 
cles”  that  Ms.  Buck  traveled  in,  she  of 
course  crossed  paths  with  many  homo¬ 
sexuals,  and,  he  added,  she  was  not 
known  to  have  anti-homosexual  views. 

Pope  filed  a  motion  for  a  new  trial, 
but  it  was  denied  by  Judge  Franklin  S. 
Billings  Jr.,  and  now  an  appeal  to  the 
state  supreme  court  is  planned. 

One  of  the  main  arguments  that  Pope 
expects  to  raise  in  his  appeal  before  the 
court  is  that  local  press  reports  preju¬ 
diced  the  jury.  One  story,  featuring  the 
idea  that  Harris  not  only  tobk  control 
of  Ms.  Buck’s  finances  but  handed  out

that  Harris’s  role  was  to  “relieve  her  of 
her  financial  problems.”  While  Harris’s 
firm,  Creativity,  Inc.,  acquired  her  for- 
eigh  royalties,  it  paid  her  a  $2,000-a- 
week  salary  as  a  writer  plus  a  $50,000 
annual  stipend. 

Testimony  at  the  trial  revealed  rather 
complex  financial  arrangements  between 
Harris  and  Ms.  Buck,  including  bank 
loans  and  real  estate  dealings.  Creativ¬ 
ity,  Inc.,  was  set  up  as  a  management 
consultant  Firm,  with  proceeds  from  the 
corporation  to  go  to  aid  needy  children 
all  over  the  world.  Harris  said  that  his 
salary  in  the  Pearl  Buck  Foundation 
was  never  more  than  $22,000  yearly. 
Parker  and  Langrock,  however,  pointed 


staff  positions  to  his  old  friends,  was 
headlined:  “Was  Pearl  Buck  flimflam- 
med  by  dance  teacher’s  friends?” 

Ms.  Buck’s  will,  signed  on  April  9, 
1971,  had  left  most  of  her  assets-re- 
portedly  as  high  as  $150,000  plus  royal¬ 
ties  from  her  80  books— to  Harris  and  to 
Creativity,  Inc.,  a  firm  set  up  by  Harris. 
The  author  left  her  children  each  $4,000 
per  year  through  a  trust  fund.  She  added 
a  clause  saying  that  any  amount  over 
this  would  be  given  to  Harris. 

Harris  did  not  appear  in  court  to  tes¬ 
tify,  but  rather  made  a  prior  sworn 
statement  to  the  lawyers.  This  was  read 
to  the  jury  in  part— much  of  it  over  the 
objections  of  Pope,  who  described  it  as 
“remote  and  immaterial.”  Pope  said 
that  the  other  lawyers  seemed  especially 
anxious  to  include  as  much  as  possible 
about  Harris’s  homosexual  associations. 

In  his  deposition,  however,  Harris 
presented  a  picture  of  an  elderly  wo¬ 
man  grateful  for  someone  to  manage 
her  financial  affairs  in  accordance  with 
her  humanitarian,  charitable  goals.  Pope, 
in  arguing  that  the  will  be  upheld,  said 


to  Harris’s  1972  income  tax  return  “in¬ 
dicating  assets  of  $9 1 5,789,”  clearly 
implying  shady  dealings  on  his  part. 

Ms.  Buck  died  of  lung  cancer  on 
March  6,  1973,  after  living  in  Danby, 
Vt.,  for  four  years.  She  was  80  years 
old. 

Harris,  subpoenaed  to  appear  at  the 
trial  in  July,  did  not  show  up.  An  Asso¬ 
ciated  Press  report  said  he  was  “vaca¬ 
tioning  in  Tennessee,”  while  a  reporter 
for  the  Bennington  (Vt.)  Banner  said 
that  he  was  “off  on  an  antique-selling 
spree  somewhere  in  the  South.” 

As  for  the  jury,  it  consisted  primarily 
of  middle-aged  Vermonters.  After  four 
and  one  half  days  of  testimony,  they 
deliberated  for  an  hour  and  a  half  on 
July  26,  reaching  their  verdict  in  favor 
of  invalidating  the  will.  No  one  oh  the 
panel  had  read  any  of  Ms.  Buck’s  books, 
the  most  famous  of  which  is  probably 
“The  Good  Earth.”  One  of  Mrs.  Buck’s 
books,  “For  Spacious  Skies:  A  Journey 
In  Dialogue”  (John  Day  &  Co.),  is  co¬ 
authored  with  Harris  and  is  an  account 
of  their  collaboration.

GAY  DEFENSE  LEAGUE 
IN  LIMBO 

BOSTON  (CGN)  -  Boston’s  Gay  Defense 
League,  organized  to  protect  gays  against 
senseless  attacks  of  violence,  is  still  offici¬ 
ally  around.  Contrary  to  rumors  that  the 
Defense  League  had  disbanded,  GDL  leader 
Randy  Gibson  told  Gay  Community  News 
that  it’s  in  limbo,  awaiting  an  increase  in 
interest  and  membership.  When  asked  how 
soon  that  would  happen,  Gibson  replied,  “As 
soon  as  some  of  these  people  get  tired  of 
getting  beat  up  and  decide  to  do  something 
about  it.”  Gibson  has  spent  a  great  deal  of 
his  own  time  and  energy  trying  to  get  the 
Gay  Defense  League  off  the  ground.  The 
group,  about  two  months  old,  has  had  light 
attendance  at  its  meetings,  despite  an  obvious 
need.  In  recent  months,  there  have  been 
numerous  incidents  of  attacks  of  violence 
against  gays  in  Boston. 


TIME  MAGAZINE  SNEERS 

NEW  YORK  CITY  (CGN)  -  Time,  the 
weekly  newsmagazine,  has  taken  an  appar¬ 
ently  flippant  attitude  in  its  review  of  Alex 
Comfort’s  new  book,  More  Joy,  a  sequel  to 
his  popular  The  Joy  of  Sex.  Time  took  a 
tongue-in-cheek  approach,  and  reviewed  the 
book  in  the  form  of  a  letter  written  to  Com¬ 
fort  by  a  housewife  who  had  read  his  books. 
The  housewife,  apparently  created  by  Time, 
subtly  mocked  and  sneered  at  the  More  Joy 
book  in  the  course  of  praising  it.  Ironically, 
one  of  Comfort’s  observations,  ridiculed  by 
the  Time  article,  was  that  the  amount  of 
effort  American  men  spend  denying  their 
bisexuality  could  solve  the  energy  problem. 
Most  gays  who  had  suffered  attacks  by  sup¬ 
posedly  heterosexual  men  would  probably 
agree  with  Comfort.  Gay  Community  News 
asked  a  Time-Life  employee,  who  asked 
that  his  name  and  position  not  be  disclosed, 
for  an  explanation  of  the  ridicule  of  Com¬ 
fort’s  book.  The  employee  replied,  “Honey, 
they’ve  got  so  many  queens  working  for 
them,  and  don’t  even  realize  it,  how  can 
you  expect  them  to  get  a  lousy  book  review 
right?” 


SAN  FRANCISCO  STATION 
FIRES  TALKMASTER 

SAN  FRANCISCO  (GCN)-Stan  Dale, 
one  of  the  most  popular  radio  “talkmast- 
ers”  in  San  Francisco,  was  Fired  last  week 
by  KGO-Radio  after  one  of  his  guests  an¬ 
nounced  that  his  wife  was  bisexual,  and  he 
was  a  homosexual.  Complete  details  were 
unavailable  to  GCN  at  press  time,  but  sour¬ 
ces  have  stated  that  ABC  has  refused  com¬ 
ment  on  the  matter,  and  has  ordered  all 
other  talkmasters  to  immediately  cut  off 
any  caller  who  attempts  to  discuss  the  issue. 

KGO-Radio  is  wholly  owned  by  ABC, 
and  has  been  the  site  of  continuous  protests 
in  San  Francisco  as  a  result  of  their  show¬ 
ing  the  controversial  “Marcus  Welby”  show. 


DUKAKIS  REITERATES  STAND 
ON  GAY  ISSUES 

Michael  Dukakis,  Democratic  nominee 
for  Governor  in  Massachusetts,  this  week 
reiterated  his  support  of  gay  rights  legisla¬ 
tion  in  response  to  a  recent  pro-gay  state¬ 
ment  released  by  incumbent  Gov.  Francis 
W.  Sargent. 

The  day  that  the  Sargent  announcement 
first  became  known,  Dukakis  aide  George 
Bachrach  called  GCN  political  columnist 
David  Brill.  Bachrach  stated  that  Dukakis  . 
had  not  received  the  questionnaire  that  the 
governor  did.  Brill  provided'  Bachrach  with 
a  copy  of  the  questionnaire,  and  Dukakis 
answered  it  on  Sept..  30. 

In  answering  the  questionnaire,  Dukakis  of¬ 
fered  the  same  positions  that  Sargent  had 
taken.  This  included  support  for  anti-dis¬ 
crimination  for  homosexuals,  as  well  as 
repeal  of  the  “sodomy  laws.” 

Dukakis  stated  that  the  amount  of  ef¬ 
fort  that 'his  administration  would  put  into 
passing  the  legislation  would  in  large  part 
depend  on  the  interest  from  “legislators, 
community  leaders,  and  concerned  individ¬ 
uals,”  which  is  similar  to  Sargent’s  position. 

A  Dukakis  aide  pointed  out,  though,  . 
that  as  a  Democrat,  Dukakis’s  support  of 
the  bills  would  have  considerably  more  in¬ 
fluence  over  gay  rights  legislation  in  the  5-1 
Democratic  Legislature  than  Republican 
Gov.  Sargent.

Civil  Rights  Consultant  Speaks

BOSTON  (CGN)  —  Civil  rights  consul¬ 
tant  Nat  Denman  appeared  before  the 
October  4th  gay  brunch  at  the  Charles  Street 
Meetinghouse.  Speaking  at  the  invitation 
of  the  Rev.  Randall  Gibson,  who  hosts  the 
monthly  gatherings,  the  52  year-old  Denman 
said,  “Heterosexuals  can  get  over  their  red¬ 
neck  attitudes  against  gays,  but  it  will  take 
legal  action  to  get  things  going.”  The 
topic  of  legal  action  in  the  gay  civil  rights 
movement  took  up  most  of  the  more  than 
two  hours  that  Denman  spoke  with  the  15 
local  representatives  of  the  gay  community 
who  attended  the  bninch. 

Involved  in  civil  rights  struggles  for  some 
30  years,  Denman  is  not  a  lawyer.  A  regis¬ 
tered  professional  engineer  who  attended 
West  Point,  the  Falmouth  resident  is  not 
gay  (he  describes  himself  as  “a  practicing 
heterosexual.”)  But  Denman  told  those  who 
attended  the  brunch  that  constituional  rights 
must  be  extended  to  homosexuals.  He  said 
in  the  past,  they  have  been  discriminated 
against  by  the  judicial  system.  Formerly 
with  the  American  Civil  Liberties  Union, 
the  civil  rights  consultant  is  now  active  in 
Fathers  United  for  Equal  Justice,  working 
with  the  courts  on  child-custody  cases,  and 
pushing  for  family  law-reform.  An  advocate 
of  equal  rights  under  the  law,  Denman  has 
acted  in  behalf  of  minority  groups  before, 
mostly  blacks  in  discrimination  cases.  But 
he  had  some  advice  for  gay  people:  the  filing 
of  a  $15  suit  in  federal  court  if  victimized 
by  police  brutality  or  job  discrimination. 
Denman  emphasized  the  need  to  take 
advantage  of  a  little-known  provision  in  the 
federal  law,  pro-se  litigation.  The  author 
of  a  book  to  be  published  on  the  subject 
by  the  Beacon  Press,  Denman  explained 
that  pro-se  litigation  means  that  anyone 
with  $15  can  file  suit  and  argue  the  case 
himself  before  a  federal  judge.  He  recom¬ 


mended  going  into  the  federal  courts,  as 
opposed  to  local  and  state  courts,  because, 
“there  is  a  higher  level  of  justice,  and  the 
federal  judges  are  further  isolated  from 
political  corruption.”  Adding  that  it  was 
simpler,  legally,  to  file  a  suit  in  federal  court, 
the  civil-rights  consultant  pointed  out  that 
you  could  present  your  own  case  and  save 
a  lot  of  money.  At  this  point,  Denman 
had  some  knocks  for  the  legal  establishment, 
particularly  lawyers  and  the  cost  of  their 
services.  Quoting  Supreme  Court  Chief 
Justice  Warren  Burger  that  a  majority  of 
lawyers  were  either  incompetent  or  dfs- 
honest,  Denman  added  his  own  criticism 
that  lawyers  were  priced  out  of  the  reach 
of  the  average  citizen.  But  he  warned  that 
suing  is  much  better  than  violence,  prefer¬ 
ring  a  $15  federal  court  suit  to  sniping  from 
rooftops  or  overturning  cars. 

Focusing  on  legal  issues  of  interest  to  gays, 
gays,  Gibson  asked  Denman  to  comment 
on  “dress-code  discrimination,”  spying  most 
gays  do  not  wear  jackets  and  ties.  Denman 
said  two  years  ago,  the  ACLU  won  a  suit 
against  The  Top  of  the  Mark,  an  exclusive 
San  Francisco  restaurant,  for  excluding 
people  not  wearing  a  coat  and  tie.  Denman 
says  that  in  private  restaurants,  discrimin¬ 
ation  on  the  basis  of  clothing  is  not  consid¬ 
ered  reasonable.  Gibson  alleged  that  a  local 
establishment,  Ken’s,  had  discriminated 
against  patrons  wearing  tank-top  shirts  by 
refusing  them  admittance.  Denman  then 
made  three  recommendations  for  test-cases 
involving  “dress-code”  and  similar  discrim¬ 
ination:  (1)  Copying  the  legal  language  of 
previously  successful  suits.  That  way,  the 
defense  would  be  less  likely  to  escape  through 
through  legal  loopholes.  (2)  Getting  people 
who  were  Teliable  and  brave  enough  to  go 
into  a  restaurant  and  try  to  obtain  service, 
and  photographing  them  before  and  after 


as  proof.  And  (3)  Choosing  test-case  plain¬ 
tiffs  carefully.  Denman  says  in  cases  of  sex 
discrimination,  the  court  may  award  tax- 
free  damages  for  embarrassment  as  well  as 
for  inconvenience. 

With  the  founding  of  the  “Other  Fund” 
in  the  Boston  area  as  a  gay  alternative  to  the 
United  Fund,  the  topic  of  discrimination 
against  gay  charitable  agencies  was  brought 
up.  Private  and  public  fund-granting  organ¬ 
izations  and  foundations  allegedly  discrim¬ 
inate  against  gay  agencies,  particularly  health 
clinics.  Denman  recommended  filing  a 
complaint  once  gay  charities  were  refused 
funding  for  discriminatory  reasons.  He 
urged  finding  instances  of  anti-gay  discrim¬ 
ination  in  heterosexually-oriented  medical 
care  centers.  And  he  said  the  gay  centers, 
now  deprived  of  funding,  must  make  sure 
they  don’t  discriminate  against  straights. 

On  a  related  matter,  Denman  says  “baseless 
and  unjustifiable  discrimination”  is  the  com¬ 
plaint  to  make  against  corporations  who 
will  deduct  from  an  employee’s  paycheck 
contributions  to  private  funds  such  as  the 
United  Fund,  but  not  to  the  Other  Fund. 

He  said  the  Black  United  Fund  may  be  a 
precedent  in  this  area. 

At  the  close  of  the  discussion,  Denman 
said  the  legalities  would  be  complex,  there 
aren’t  any  books  available  on  pr'o-se  litiga¬ 
tion,  and  there  would  be  other  problems, 
but  the  legal  road  was  the  way  to  go  in  over¬ 
coming  “red-neck  attitudes”  against  gays. 

He  then  thanked  everyone  for  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  speak,  and  most  of  those  present 
at  the  brunch  seemed  more  enlightened  in 
the  legal  approach  to  obtaining  gay  civil 
rights.  Gibson,  who  had  introduced  Denman 
as  someone  who  in  years  to  come  would  be 
known  as  an  historic  person,  said  by  inviting 
Denman  to  speak,  he  hoped  to  expose  the 
gay  community  to  a  means  of  fighting  for 
their  civil  rights.

The  newly  revitalized  and  restruc¬ 
tured  group,  headed  by  Cheryl  Muzio,  the 
coordinator  of  the  steering  committee,  has 
met  already  three  times  this  year. 

■  GSO  predominantly  comprised  of  wo¬ 
men  this  year  shall  continue  “to  oppose 
sexism”  stated  Ms.  Muzio.  She  shares  the 
leadership  of  the  organization  with  two  as¬ 
sistant  coordinators,  Brady  Chapin  and 
Karen  Gold.  Ms.  Muzio  said  it  was  “real 
important  to  set-up  continuing  Gay-Straight 
talks  to  talk  about  sexuality  ...  to  view 
sexuality  as  a  process.” 

When  questioned  about  the  absence  of 
GSO  among  the  listing  of  student  organiza¬ 
tions,  Ms.  Muzio  reflected,  “People  claimed 
it  was  an  oversight.  I’d  like  to  believe  that 
but  we  think  it’s  more  of  a  Freudian  slip.” 
She  added,  “They’re  just  trying  to  continue 
the  university  policy  of  hoping  to  make  us 
invisible.  They  think  if  they  close  their  eyes 


we  11  go  away. 

The  GSO  presently  in  debt,  has  no  large 
scale  social  events  on  the  calender  as  of  this 

writing,  but  hope  to  establish  a  more  inti¬ 
mate  array  of  happenings  such  as  coffee 
house  with  live  entertainment  and  art  ex¬ 
hibits.  In  an  effort  to  overcome  their  defi¬ 
cit  they  will  raise  money  by  selling  laven¬ 
der  Rhinocerous  T-shirts  and  establishing 
a  literature  table.

The  newly  formed  Seacoast  Area  Gay 
Alliance  (SAGA)  has  established  itself  as  a 
viable  group  in,  the  New  Hampshire-South¬ 
ern  Maine  area.  Winifred  Allen,  correspond¬ 
ing  secretary,  said,  “Support  is  growing!” 

The  group  has  already  set-up  a  speaking 
engagement  with  the  Old  North  Church  in 
Portsmouth.  They  have  received  some  dona¬ 


tions  to  add  to  their  treasury  which  was 
established  when  gay  groups  in  New  Hamp¬ 
shire  were  bidding  fot  the  Governor’s 
Breakfast  last  spring.  Ms.  Allen  stated,  “We 
have  more  of  a  following  in  Maine.

In  the  Sept.  28  issue  of  GCN,  there  was 
an  article  on  the  front  page,  Conference  '74 
Postponed.  As  a  one-time  member  of  the 
Planning  Committee  for  Amazon  Expedition, 

I  should  like  to  dispute  a  statement  accredited 
to  the  Planning  Committee  about  the  reasons 
for  a  lack  of  registration/response. 

I  quote:  “The  planning  group  felt  that  a 
strong  contributing  factor  was  a  lack  of  suf¬ 
ficient  publicity  to  generate  response  from 
women  outside  of  the  eastern  urban  areas.” 

I  believe  that  this  is  not  a  reason,  but  a 
rationalization.  Through  most  of  the  plan¬ 
ning  stages,  there  was  a  joint  Publicity  and 
Fundraising  Committee  (consisting  of  approx. 
10  women)  which  handled  all  publicity.  For 
a  short  period  of  time,  another  woman  and 
myself  started  a  national  publicity  campaign. 
An  article  on  the  conference  was  sent  to  over 
25  feminist,  lesbian,  gay,  and  other  move¬ 
ment  publications  cross-country.  This 
article  was  printed  in  its  entirety  or  in  part 
by  almost  every  publication  which  received 
it:  (Including)— Off  Our  Backs,  Washington, 
D.C.  (circulation  7500);  Majority  Report, 

New  York  City  (circulation  20,000);  Lav¬ 
ender  Woman,  Chicago  (12,000);  Her-Self, 
Milwaukee,  Wisconsin  (15,000);  Tompkins 
County  Bulletin,  Kentucky  (8,000);  etc.  ad 
infinitum. 


seats  would  be  made  out  of  every  three 
now  in  existence.  In  practical  terms, 
this  means  that  in  the  heavily  gay  areas 
of  Boston,  we  would  be  forced  to  lose 
either  Reps.  Barney  Frank  (Beacon 
Hill),  or  Melvin  King  (South  End),  or 
Elaine  Noble  (Fenway).  All  these  per¬ 
sons  have  outstanding  records,  and  the 
gay  community  cannot  afford  to  lose 
such  fine  representation. 

There  are  now  only  eight  Blacks  and 
women  in  the  House.  The  representa¬ 
tion  of  these  minority  groups  would 
similarly  be  unfairly  hurt  if  the  League 
plan  is  adopted. 

The  League  says  it  would  be  econom¬ 
ical.  But  do  they  realize  that  if  a  legis¬ 
lator’s  district  is  increased  by  one-third, 
so  will  her  or  his  work?  That  probably 
means  a  new  administrative  assistant  for 
every  representative,  more  secretaries,

led  me  to  believe  that  a  more  realistic  view 
of  why  Amazon  Expedition  has  suffered 
and  been  postponed  would  be  due  to  internal 
conflict.  Conflicts  consistently  occurred  in 
relation  to  each  individual’s  conception  of 
the  focus  of  the  conference,  mostly  per¬ 
taining  to  and  stemming  from  dissimilar 
political  and  personal  backgrounds.

Why  not  openly 
publish  the  truth  and  ask  for  the  support  of 
sisters  in  dealing  with  these  problems. 

Amazon  Expedition  is  a  beautiful  idea 
that  came  from  a  lot  of  beautiful  women. 

I  hope  that  those  women  can  settle  some 
of  their  differences  and  have  a  succesful 
conference  in  the  Spring.

Dear  People, 

While  trying  to  catch  up  on  the  latest 
news  of  Boston’s  gay  community,  two 
things  had  a  rather  dissettling  effect  on  me: 

1 .  Why  all  the  furor  surrounding  the 
Marcus  Welby  program  soon  to  be  aired  de¬ 
picting  a  gay  man  as  child  molester? 

As  a  gay  person,  I  certainly  do  not  want 
to  see  viscious  stereotypes  reinforced  on 
network  airways,  especially  since  gays  are 
still  being  portrayed  as  villians  only. 

But  as  a  reasonably  realistic  human  being, 

I  realize  that  there  are  gay  men  who  rape 
other  men  (and  boys),  just  as  there  are 
many  men  who  rape  women.  I  don’t  see 
anyone  getting  so  alarmed  at  the  ever- 
increasing  depiction  of  women  as  masochis¬ 
tic,  willing  rape  victims  in  films  and  tele¬ 
vision.  Why  is  it  that  when  a  young  male 
is  sexually  assaulted,  it  suddenly  becomes 
the  “Outrage”,  the  most  heinous  crime? 

I  hope  that  the  ABC  program  is  not  tele¬ 
cast,  and  I  also  hope  that  those  persons  who 
have  done  so  much  work  to  see  that  the 
show  is  scuttled  will  boycott  not  only  the 
products  of  companies  sponsoring  the  Welby 
show,  but  will  also  boycott  those  products 
used  to  buy  the  air  time  of  programs  fur¬ 
thering  and  glorifying  sexist  traditions.  Of 
course,  such  a  boycott  would  probably 
megn  the  end  of  the  entire  capatilistic  struc¬ 
ture,  considering  the  garbage  cramming  the 
media. 

2.  On  the  possibility  of  a  backlash  vio¬ 
lence  trip  on  the  part  of  the  newly  formed 
Gay  Defense  League: 

An  eye  for  an  eye,  the  “law”  of  the  Streets, 
vigilanteism,  and  the  Stalinists  called  it 
extrajudicial  reprisal.  What  it  actually  is, 
of  course,  is  plain  old  macho  stupidity.  We 
have  certainly  been  easy  victims  for  far  too 
long,  but  please,  let’s  not  play  the  man’s 
game.  And  the  unification  is  commendable 
within  the  community.  .  .1  mean  the  fact 
that  a  GDL  has  been  formed.  .  .after  a  few 
(or  more)  gay  men  had  been  beaten  up. 

Where,  however,  were  the  support  and  sym¬ 
pathies  of  same  while  the  recent  violence 
that  was  directed  toward  gay  women  (nota¬ 
bly  around  the  vicinity  of  the  Saints)  was 
being  carried  out?

And  as  a  woman  who  is  still  (although 
decreasingly)  concerned  about  her  gay 
brothers,  I  am  very  dismayed  that  the  GDL 
appears  to  be  an  organization  formed  out 
of  the  call  of  male  bonding,  and  not  gay 
support.

But  the  paper  looks  fantastic!,  everyone 
in  New  York  is  reading  it,  and  I  wish  you 
all  everything.

The  Commercial  Gay  Press

The  gay  population  has  “exploded”,  as 
if  by  a  kind  of  urgent  psychic  osmosis  and 
a  communications  medium  has  grown  with 
it  in  the  form  of  commercial  gay  periodi- 
;  cals.  There  are  some  who  would  say  these 
magazines  and  newspapers  have  become  an 
appendage  to  the  legitimate  strivings  for 
J  what  is  meant  by  the  concept,  Gay  Freedom, 
in  the  total  and  Anarchistic  sense-meanings 
of  that  term.  But  it  looks  like,  for  the  time 
|  being,  under  the  demands  of  the  particular 
(  system  of  government  and  economics  at 
\  work,  even  in  such  a  sub-culture  as  the 
[  “Gay  World”  the  commercial  gay  media  is 
'  not  only  necessary  but  crucial. 

It  seems  to  this  writer,  perhaps  pro- 
prejudiced,  that  gay  media  in  general  reflects 
an  intangible  essence  that  all  straight  media 
]acks.  I  call  it  the  gay  consciousness.  And 
I  can’t  easily  identify  it,  define  it,  and  iso¬ 
late  it.  It  is  a  subtle  essence  that  defines 
what  many  call  “gay”  in  reference  to  many 
things— art  works,  music,  writing,  photos, 
etc.  And,  even  when  the  commercial  gay 
media  is  at  its  most  money-grubbing  worst,

1  find  in  it  an  appeal  that  is  lacking  even 
from  the  most  “altruistic”  of  capitalist 
media  at  their  best.  Hmmmm. 

For  many  gays  the  commerical  gay  media 
is  the  prime  media  that  reaches  and  changes 
them,  for  better  or  for  worse.  Perhaps  the 
prime  example  known  to  all  is  the  Los 
Angeles-originated  newspaper.  The  Advocate 
(a  bi-weekly  of  large  circulation  and  even 
larger  readership)  seems  to  constantly  find 
itself  at  cross-purposes  with  just  about  every 
liberation-minded  group  in  the  country,  as 
well  as  with  its  own  cash-register  “conscious¬ 
ness”.  The  Advocate  has  been  widely  and 


justly  criticized  and  harshly  criticized,  too. 

In  the  opinion  of  many,  not  harshly  enoughl 
It  is  like  the  L.A.  Free  Press  or  Village  Voice] 
of  the  gay  world.  Mild-mannered,  bespec¬ 
tacled  and  hardly  ever  Super.  Like  almost 
every  newspaper,  The  Advocate  (I  call  it 
The  Aardvark ,  frequently)  is  at  the  whims 
of  its  owners  and  reflects  their  conscious¬ 
ness  or  lack  thereof.  The  Advocate  seems 
to  like  to  over-sensationalize  when  it  thinks  | 
it  meets  its  purposes  (one  of  the  root  pur¬ 
poses  is  seemingly  to  fill  its  tills  with  gay 
coin  every  two  weeks  or  so).  It  overplayed 
the  horror  aspects  of  the  recent  New  Or¬ 
leans  gay  bar  fire,  for  example,  and  tried  to 
milk  every  last  drop  of  exasperated  con¬ 
fusion  out  of  the  Houston  tragedies.  When 
it’s  at  its  best,  it  features  stories  on  inter¬ 
esting  “personalities”,  offers  fair  book 
reviews,  a  fair  letter-to-the  editor’s  page, 
and  some  off-beat  columns.  It  may  becomel

the  N.  Y.  Times  of  “gaydom”  in  the  future, 
just  through  lack  of  competition. 

Until  recently,  The  Advocate  was  the 
only  widely-circulated  commercial  gay 
medium  utilizing  the  newspaper  format. 

But  recently,  a  new  “hard  core”  public¬ 
ation,  Gaytirnes,  started  publishing  (also 
out  of  Southern  California),  circulating 
through  the  “adult”  bookstores,  primarily 
and  rapidly  gaining  a  nationwide  and  inter¬ 
national  circulation  that  will  soon  rival  the 
Advocate  s  at  the  rate  it  is  climbing.  Gay- 
times  is  a  rather  successful  attempt  to  trans¬ 
fer  the  $6-a-shot  magazine  into  a  reasonably- 
priced  combination  of  newsmagazine  and 
“hard  core”  feature  magazine.  It  presents 
a  remarkably  up-front  gay  liberation  image, 
guarantees  interest  with  explicit  photos  of 
a  rather  high  quality,  runs  a  good  selection 

of  gay  f*ckfiction,  surprisingly  perceptive 
book  reviews,  advice  columns,  editorials, 
motion  picture  and  play  reviews,  etc 
J 


The  dominant  position  in  the  gay  com¬ 
mercial  magazines  seems  to  be  held  by  the 
publishers  of  “QQ”  magazine,  which  used 
to  be  published  four  times  annually  and  was_ 
named  “Queens  Quarterly”.  It  is  now  a  bi¬ 
monthly  which  sells  mostly  by  subscription. 
You’d  think  that  anyone  who  started  off 
with  a  magazine  named  “Queens  Quarterly”- 
would  have  failed,  but  the  “QQ”  people  now] 
have  three  magazines  doing  very  well  and 
probably  rake  in  around  two  million  a  year. 
QQ  is  quite  ineptly  done  and  seems  aimed 
at  the  late  30’s  to  early  ’70’s  market  (that’s 
where  the  money  is,  after  all).  It  is  extremel) 
travel-oriented,  featres  over-built  models 
from  such  photographers  as  AMG,  Bruce, 
and  others  who  made  their  reputations  pri¬ 
marily  in  the  1950’s  in  Young  Physique, 
Demi-Gods,  and  other  magazines  published 
by  Joseph  Weider  and  his  brothers.  These 
Canadians  set  the  pace  for  gay  magazines 
by  branching  out  from  the  “iron  game” 
weightlifting  journals-as  puritans  like  Bob 
Hoffman,  publisher  of  Strength  and  Health, 
for  instance,  were  afraid  to  do.  “QQ”  tries’ 
to  carry  on  this  tradition  but  it  is  a  half¬ 
hearted  effort  at  best  and  the  magazine  is 
embarrassing  when  not  outright  dull. 

In  Touch  is  a  West-coast  magazine 
that  s  about  a  year  or  so  into  finding  itself. 

It  ajso  takes  the  slick  approach  and  reflects 
its  C  alifornia  influence  which  is  apparent 
by  its  interest  in  movie  star  interviews,  Ah  | 
Men  fashions,  outdoor  romps  featuring  two 
(always  only  two)  Colt-types  prancing  in  the 
mountains  or  the  abundant  beaches.  “In 
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Touch”  keeps  an  eye  on  such  phenomenae 
as  the  glitter-rock  scene  by  using  the  first- 
person  new  journalism  of  a  very  talented 
young  writer  named  Hugh  Harrison.  But 
it  suffers  from  trying  to  merchandise  itself 
to  please  its  slick  advertisers,  catering  to  the 
West  Coast  “Emporer  and  Empress”  syn¬ 
drome,  and  overfeaturing  a  limited  number 
of  writers  and  photographers  rather  than 
reflecting  the  diversity  of  style  and  opinion 
that  a  true  gay  consciousness  should  repre¬ 
sent.  “In  Touch”  is  struggling  to  find  itself, 
but  instead  of  having  an  eye  on  the  sparrow 
as  it  should,  it  seems  to  be  overly  concerned 
with  what  everyone  will  think  if  it  isn’t  com¬ 
pulsively  fashionable. 

The  great  run  of  photo  magazines  to  be 
found  in  “adult”  bookstores  certainly  do 
not  deserve  commentary  since  they  pre¬ 
sent  no  real  editorial  matter,  but  recently 
there  have  been  attempts  to  try  to  make 
even  these  publications  reflect  some 
“redeeming  social  value”  (probably  as  a 
prudent  attempt  to  circumvent  the  new 
Supreme  Court  decisions  with  regard  to 
obscenity).  This  might  just  well  be  what 
has  motivated  an  outfit  called  Academy 
Press  to  publish  two  magazines  for  gay  con¬ 
sumption  along  very  rhetorical  lines.  Ecce 
Homo,  their  feature-picture  magazine,  fea¬ 
tures  rather  “soft-core”  photos  to  “illus¬ 
trate”  their  “problem”  approach.  Their 
concept  seems,  beneath  the  surface,  to  be 
extremely  anti-gay  and  is  on  the  level  of  the 
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female-directed  “True  Love”  magazines. 

You  know,  love  is  a  problem,  therefore.  .  . 

The  Academy  outfit  has  carried  this  to 
ridiculous  extremes  with  the  first  (and’ only) 
issue  of  their  magazine  Quest,  which  is  even 
more  rhetorical,  utilizing  as  it  does  a  “questic 
“question-answer”  format.  The  first  issue,, 
unfortunately,  contrasts  the  usual  pictures 
of  happy,  healthy  butchy  types  moping  and 
groping  with— are  you  ready  for  this? — 
color  photos  of  people  in  the  last  stages  of 
syphillis.  1  wonder  why  this  straight-owned 
outfit  is  doing  so  badly  in  the  gay  market? 

The  gay  commercial  media  is  gay  (if 
really  at  all)  only  secondarily,  and  this  is 
its  great  limitation.  It  is  always  compul¬ 
sively  commercial  and  reflects  the  “keep 
up  with  the  married  gay  couple  down  the 
.hall”  mentality  of  its  editors  and  reader- 
ship.  It  is  psycho-politically  only  super¬ 
ficially  interested  in  the  real  demands  of 
Gay  Liberation;  since  were  the  Gay  Liber¬ 
ation  Ethic  to  triumph,  it  would  destroy 
the  need  for  such  metered  fare.  But  for  the 
time  being,  hundreds  of  thousands  of  gays 
plunk  down  their  coin  and  support  commer¬ 
cial  magazines  and  newspapers,  much  in  the 
same  way  that  love-starved  gays  pour  their 
hard-earned  money  into  rip-off  bars,  ter¬ 
rible  porn  movies,  and  less-than-the-best 
organizations.  Of  course,  it  is  just  a  stage; 
but  I,  for  one,  can’t  wait  until  we  are  ready 
to  jump  the  next  bunch  of  hurdles.

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MICHELANGELO  (Artist- Poet): 


A  STUDY  IN  WHITEWASH 


by  Sam  Edwards 

While  dredging  up  authentic  poems  and 
art  work  by  Michelangelo,  I  recently  waded 
into  several  biographies  of  the  famous  Ren¬ 
aissance  genius  (1475-1564).  The  more  I 
read,  the  more  1  was  intrigued  by  the  great 
extremes  to  which  his  various  biographers 
have  gone  to  explain  away  his  homosexual¬ 
ity.  All  agree  on  his  genius,  but  most  seem 
to  feel  that  such  a  genius  could  not  be  gay 
and  offer  a  whitewash  job  to  cover  the  ob¬ 
vious  fact. 

Everyone,  it  seems,  is  willing  to  accept 
the  refined  gold  of  genius,  but  few  want  to 
believe  that  such  gold  could  come  from  a 
“tainted”  vessel.  Therefore,  throughout  his¬ 
tory,  when  a  genius  is  found  to  be  gay,  the 
whitewash  brushes  go  to  work.  Casual  op¬ 
posite  sex  friends  are  turned  into  passionate 
lovers  and  real  same  sex  lovers  are  called 
“platonic”  friends  or  worse  still,  ignored 
completely.  The  life  and  personality  of  Mi¬ 
chelangelo  has  been  so  whitewashed  as  to  be 
almost  unrecognizable. 

This  article  is  not  intended  as  a  brief 
biography  of  the  master,  nor  is  it  even  an 
attempt  to  disprove  the  theories  of  the  bio¬ 
graphers.  Rather,  1  hope  to  look  at  Michel¬ 
angelo’s  life  and  work  in  the  framework  of 
his  sexuality  and  personality.  If  I  vent  a 
little  righteous  anger  along  the  way  at 
what  history  has  done  to  gay  genius,  please 
remember  that  anger  is  a  vice  only  when  it 
disturbs  clarity  of  judgment. 

That  Michelangelo  was  an  artistic  genius 
was  recognized  when  he  was  only  fourteen 
by  Lorenzo  de  Medici  (Lorenzo  the  Mag¬ 
nificent),  who  invited  him  to  live  as  a  guest 
in  the  Medici  palace.  Lorenzo  had  collected 
around  himself  some  of  the  greatest  think¬ 
ers  and  intellects  of  his  time  and  had 
founded  a  school  of  sculpture  in  the  Medici 
gardens.  Here,  Michelangelo  produced  two 
of  his  early  sculptures,  both  of  which,  if 
examined  objectively,  tend  to  show  the 
homo-erotic  personality  that  was  forming 
in  the  artist. 

The  earliest  extant  work  of  Michelangelo 
is  a  bas-relief  known  as  the  “Madonna  della 
Scala,”  a  seated  Madonna  and  Child  in  the 
style  of  Donatello.  A  powerful  composition, 
the  Madonna  is  technically  superb,  but  sin¬ 
gularly  lacking  in  the  maternal  tenderness 
usually  associated  with  the  subject.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  this  big  handed,  massive 
creature  is  feminine  only  in  costume.  One 
biographer  tries  to  explain  away  the  obvi¬ 
ous  by  stating  that  the  death  of  Michel¬ 
angelo's  mother  when  he  was  only  six  might 
explain  the  masculinity  of  his  youthful 
Madonnas.  Could  this  also  explain  the  mas¬ 
culine  women  who  appear  many  years  later 
as  heroic  Sibyls  in  the  ceiling  paintings  of 
the  Sistine  Chapel? 

His  second  youthful  work  is  a  larger  bas- 
relief  called  the  “Battle  of  the  Centaurs” 
showing  more  than  twenty  nude  male  fig¬ 
ures  locked  in  hand  to  hand  combat.  The 
topic  enabled  the  artist  to  glorify  the  male 
body  in  many  different  positions,  a  sort  of 
“compendium  of  the  nude.”  One  cannot 
look  at  this  closely  intwined  group  of  male 
nudes  without  sensing  an  undercurrent  of 
.roticism. 

Throughout  his  life.  Michelangelo  fre¬ 
quently  selected  subjects  that  could  best  be 
expressed  by  the  use  of  a  large  number  of 
male  nudes,  i.e.,  “The  Last  Judgment.” 
Robert  N.  Linscott,  modern  editor  of  Mi¬ 
chelangelo’s  verse  and  letters,  calls  this  fact 
an  “obsession”  for  “the  naked  male  in  many 
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postures.”  Other  authors,  however,  gloss 
over  this  “obsession”  by  attributing  it  to 
“Florentine  Platonism.” 

The  spirit  of  the  REnaissance  was  one  of 
a  revival  of  classic  form  and  knowledge  in 
art,  literature  and  learning.  Therefore,  Ren¬ 
aissance  thinkers  looked  to  the  ancient 
Greeks  and  Romans  for  “classic”  models  of 
thought.  Plato’s  writings  on  male  affections 
which  ultimately  deny  the  flesh  fitted  easily 
into  the  religious  philosophy  of  the  Renais¬ 
sance. 

The  Judeo-Christian  tradition  that  the 
sex  act  was  sacred  to  procreation,  the  ideal 
being  love  without  physical  contact,  made 
homosexuality  immoral  and  a  sin  unless  it 
could  be  purified  into  spiritual  desire  only. 

On  the  other  hand,  it  is  well  known  that 
homosexuality  was  not  uncommon  in  the 
Renaissance.  The  firey  Florentine  preacher, 
Savonarola,  attacked  it  repeatedly.  To  the 
Renaissance  thinker,  Neo-Platonism  offered 
a  position  that  reconciled  both  views.  Love 
between  members  of  the  same  sex  was  per¬ 
missible,  even  sought  after,  provided  it  did 
not  develop  into  a  physical  relationship. 

The  constant  struggle  with  the  temptations 
of  physical  sex  allowed  the  lover  to  rise  (in 
theory,  if  not  always  in  practice)  above  the 
violence  of  physical  passion  to  a  spiritual 
calm. 

Creighton  Gilbert,  Michelangelo’s  mod¬ 
em  translator,  spends  several  pages  in  his 
translator’s  foreword  to  the  Complete  Poems 
and  Selected  Letters  of  Michelangelo  using 
Neo-Platonism  as  whitewash.  Admittedly, 
Gilbert  has  the  difficult  task  of  explaining 
away  a  goodly  number  of  love  sonnets  by 
the  master  addressed  to  the  handsome 
young  nobleman,  Tommaso  Cavalieri. 

He  has  the  particularly  outspoken  son¬ 
net  number  258  to  explain  away.  Here  Mi¬ 
chelangelo  states  flatly  that  a  man  should 
not  “grow  hot”  for  a  woman  because  the 
love  of  a  man  “draws  to  heaven”  and  the 
other  is  “base  and  vile.”  Gilbert  whitewash¬ 
es  as  follows: 

“The  frustrating  difficulty  of  reaching  spirit¬ 
ual  calm  through  excitement  over  beautiful  wo¬ 
men  can  be  circumvented  in  one  way.  This  is  by 
loving  a  man,  since  sexual  excitement  is  there  not 
involved.  This  solution  is  offered  explicitly  in 
poem  258.  ‘Violent  passion  for  tremendous 
beauty’  is  free  of  sin  if  it  aspires  to  Heaven.  Love 
for  a  woman  is  ‘too  much  unlike’  and  should  be 
avoided.  Since  this  was  a  solution  to  Michelan¬ 
gelo’s  most  urgent  problem,  the  expression  of 
such  love  for  men  is  frequent.  Rejecting  ‘the 
sense,’  it  does  not  involve  homosexuality  . . . 
Platonic  love  is  not  the  timid  bloodless  thing 
that  was  usually  associate  with  it,  but  an  agon¬ 
izing  defense  against  the  temptations  of  women.” 

Whitewash  or  hogwash?  Where  is  the  evi¬ 
dence  that  Michelangelo  was  ever  tempted 
by  a  woman? 

Even  such  a  friendly  writer  as  John  Ad¬ 
dington  Symonds  felt  it  necessary  to  add  an 
appendix  to  his  biography  to  explain  that 
although  .  .  .  “He  showed  no  partiality  for 
women  and  a  notable  enthusiasm  for  the 
beauty  of  young  men”  .  .  .  there  was  no 
reason  to  “doubt  his  moral  probiety."  He 
further  accused  Michelangelo  of  a  “physi¬ 
cally  frigid  temperament .  .  .  who  habitually 
philosophized  his  emotions.”  This,  from 
Symonds  who  seems  to  have  written  sympa¬ 
thetic  biographies,  essays,  or  translations  of 
every  prominent  homosexual  prior  to  his 
time  and  who  is  known  to  have  worked  very 
hard  to  include  his  contemporaries  such  as 
Whitman  in  his  stable.  Symonds  did  beauti¬ 
ful  translations  in  rhyme  of  Michelangelo’s

poems  and  letters,  using  more  than  the 
usual  translator’s  license.  Indeed,  one  of 
Michelangelo’s  letters  to  Cavalieri  as  trans¬ 
lated  by  Symonds  is  a  lengthy  romantic 
epistle  bearing  little  or  no  resemblance  to 
the  friendly,  but  guarded,  letter  as  trans¬ 
lated  by  Gilbert. 

History,  as  reported  by  his  biographers, 
offers  no  proof  that  Michelangelo’s  relation¬ 
ship  with  Tomasso  Cavalieri  ever  stooped 
to  the  carnal.  For  one  thing,  the  master 
was  57  years  old  in  1532  when  he  met  the 
unusually  handsome  and  intelligent  young 
patrician.  There  is  no  doubt,  however,  that 
he  promptly  fell  in  love  with  this  embodi¬ 
ment  of  his  idea  of  the  ideal  mate 

Cavalieri  inspired  Michelangelo  to  ex¬ 
press  his  feelings  in  a  series  of  elegant  love 
sonnets  that  force  the  biographers  to  hurry 
to  the  whitewash  pots.  Linscott  says: 

“The  extravagant  sentiments  of  some  of 
his  poems  reflect  the  conventions  of  the 
period  which  Michelangelo  developed  in  his 
own  personal  way.  They  show  a  tender  and 
sensitive  side  to  his  nature,  a  bondage  to 
beauty  of  mind  and  body;  but  they  show 
nothing  more.” 

Other  biographers  go  into  lengthy  ecsta- 
cies  about  Neo-Platonism,  the  inspiration  of 
Dante,  Petrarch  and  other  lesser  known 
classicists,  and  some  ven  discuss  the  “liber¬ 
ation  of  the  soul’.’ 

After  admitting  that  Michelangelo  was 
“fascinated  by  Cavalieri’s  physical  beauty,” 
the  modern  scholar  Francesco  De  Feo 
slaps  the  whitewash  on  with  a  very  wide 
brush. 

“Buonarrotti’s  love  for  young  Tommaso 
was  a  pure  and  totally  disinterested  love,  a 
love  of  beauty  as  a  witness  of  God;  it  was 
a  love  entirely  spiritual  and  almost  sacred, 
understood  as  a  high  and  noble  sentiment 
of  friendship  for  the  virtues  and  beauty  of 
the  youth,  for  his  eloquence  and  intelli¬ 
gence,  for  his  culture.  It  was  the  agreement 
of  two  souls  that  felt  each  needed  the  other. 
And  the  best  proof  of  the  purity  of  their 
feelings  is  the  duration  of  this  mutual  affec¬ 
tion;  it  lasted  until  the  the  death  of  the 
artist.  Cavalieri  was  of  help  to  him  in  busi¬ 
ness  as  well;  it  was  thanks  to  him  that  the 
master,  now  very  old,  completed  the  wood 
model  for  the  dome  of  St.  Peter’s.  It  was 
Cavalieri  who  was  with  him  at  the  moment 
of  death  and  jealously  preserved  Michel¬ 
angelo’s  drawings  for  the  Campidoglio.” 

Cavalieri  also  preserved  a  group  of  fin¬ 
ished  drawings  given  to  him  by  the  master, 
ostensibly  to  help  the  novice  in  his  drawing 
lessons.  Among  them  was  a  portrait  of  the 
youth,  indicating  that  Michelangelo  must 
have,  indeed,  been  fascinated  by  his  physi¬ 
cal  beauty.  Michelangelo  had  steadfastly 
refused  to  do  portraits,  for,  as  Vasari  says, 
“he  abhorred  making  a  likeness  unless  it 
was  of  infinite  beauty.” 

That  he  even  gave  finished  drawings  to 
Cavalieri  was  highly  unusual  since  he  almost 
never  finished  his  drawings,  using  them 
simply  as  a  method  of  getting  an  idea  down 
on  paper  before  it  was  lost.  Periodically  he 
gathered  these  shorthand,  idea  drawings  to¬ 
gether  and  burned  them  lest  they  fall  into 
the  hands  of  a  public  that  might  see  the 
work  that  went  into  creating  a  masterpiece. 
The  topics  chosen  for  the  drawings  and  the 
fact  that  they  were  executed  with  an -erotic 
symbolism  makes  them  more  than  the 
equivalents  of  the  love  poems. 

He  did  three  versions  of  the  fall  of  the 
sun’s  chariot  with  Phaethon.  each  becom¬ 
ing  more  sensuous  and  psychoanalytically 
revealing.  A  Tityus  with  the  vulture  eating 
his  heart  shows  a  reclining  male  nude,  strap¬ 


ped  to  a  rock,  straddled  by  a  large  bird. 

This  overall  effect  should  surely  be  appreci¬ 
ated  by  the  modern  gay  who  is  into  the 
“bondage”  scene.  The  evident  allusions  to 
the  torments  of  love  (gay  love?)  are  so  obvi¬ 
ous  as  to  be  almost  painful. 

In  the  Bacchanal  of  the  Cherubs  and  The 
Archers,  Michelangelo  reverts  to  his  Cen¬ 
taurs  type  group  of  male  nudes,  only  this 
time  with  an  open  eroticism  in  an  orgiastic 
setting.  Modern  psychiatrists  should  have 
no  difficulty  in  seeing  “infantile  regression” 
in  the  former  and  “symbolic  ejaculation” 
in  the  latter. 

Several  idealized  “divine  heads”  are  al¬ 
most  sweet  enough  to  be  valentines  and  do 
not  carry  the  usual  Michelangelo  sense  of 
drama.  (One  is  a  drawing  called  Zenobia 
which  recently  was  reversed  and  used  on 
the  dust  jacket  of  Mary  Renault’s  latest  gay 
novel,  The  Persian  Boy.)  The  drawing  titled 
The  Three  Labours  of  Hercules  shows  al¬ 
most  pornographic  sex  posture  studies. 

Who  then  can  argue  that  Michelangelo 
was  not  homosexual?  If  not  an  overt  homo¬ 
sexual,  he  was  at  least  aware  of  his  homo¬ 
erotic  feelings  and  was  brave  enough  to  ex¬ 
press  them  in  poems  and  drawings  of  a 
time  when  he  could  easily  have  been  des¬ 
troyed  by  a  more  public  admission  of  his 
nature. 

The  whitewash  brushes  began  in  his  own 
lifetime  and  are  still  at  work.  Do  you  won¬ 
der  that  I  burn  with  anger  when  I  read  the 
following  in  Arno  Karlen’s  supposedly  ob¬ 
jective  Sexuality  and  Homosexuality,  a 
New  View  published  in  1971 :  “The  evi¬ 
dence  suggests  that  both  Leonardo  and  Mi¬ 
chelangelo,  unless  they  had  secret,  unrecord¬ 
ed  homosexual  lives,  were  mostly  sexually 
inactive.  They  may  or  may  not  have  identi¬ 
fied  as  homosexuals.”  To  desceibe  either 
as  homosexual  with  confidence  reflects  a 
desire  to  believe  them  homosexual. 

Does  it  really  matter  that  heterosexuals 
go  to  such  extremes  to  whitewash  our  gay 
geniuses?  Yes,  indeed,  it  does  matter.  The 
entire  historic  irrational  attacks  on  the 
homosexual  as  an  irresponsible,  unproduc¬ 
tive  creature  who  destroys  the  fabric  of 
society  sinks  when  the  gold  of  gay  genius 
is  placed  in  the  balance  on  the  scale.  Bring 
the  truth  out  into  the  open  and  one  more 
myth  will  fall.  In  my  opinion  it  is  also  im¬ 
portant  to  the  self  image  of  the  homosex¬ 
ual  to  know  that  society  has  gone  to  a  great 
deal  of  trouble  to  lift  the  sickness  stigma 
from  a  long  list  of  people  who  contributed 
mightily  to  our  culture  in  spite  of  being 
persecuted  for  being  homosexual. 

All  through  history  it  has  been  those 
whose  views  and  lives  have  been  unortho¬ 
dox  who  have  had  the  most  profound  ef¬ 
fect  on  their  time.  The  world  has  relied  on 
the  genius  of  the  individual,  even  when  ec¬ 
centric  or  deviant,  to  lead  the  way,  but 
then  it  has  said  “Look  at  him.  He’s  just 
like  me.”Until  recently.  Black  heroes  were 
omitted  from  the  history  books,  their.ac- 
complishments  being  ignored  entirely.  Blacks 
are  busy  putting  their  people  back  into  the 
pages  of  history.  We  must  do  the  same  ex¬ 
cept  that  our  people  have  not  been  ignored, 
but  simply  whitewashed.  We  must  remove 
the  whitewash  carefully  so  that  the  true 
picture  will  emerge  and  gays  both  historic 
and  modern  can  take  their  rightful  place.

On  other  matters,  I  was  surprised  to  see 
that  John  Cimino,  Elaine  Noble’s  Indepen¬ 
dent  opponent,  is  calling  her  the  “old  ma¬ 


chine”  politician.  Who  is  this-man  Cimino.? 
Is  he  the  New  Politics?  Is  there  a  New  Poli¬ 
tics? 

John  Cimino  is  being  backed  by  his  law 
partner’s  father,  Governor’s  Councillor 
Patrick  J.  “Sonny”  McDonough,  who  is 
probably  the  most  infamous  war  horse  that 
the  “Old  Politics”  has  to  offer.  (See  the 
October  issue  of  Boston  Magazine.)  Former 
Judge  Jerome  Troy  of  Dorchester  District 
Court  is  his  most  memorable  cause  celebre, 
and  his  other  shenanigans  on  the  Council 
include  blocking  the  nomination  of  Atty. 
Paula  Gold  as  Justice  of  the  Court  to  re¬ 
place  him. 

Rep.  Barney  Frank  has  endorsed  Elaine, 
over  McDonough’s  objections.  McDonough 


has  threatened  to  introduce  a  resolution 
into  the  Council  to  prohibit  Elaine  from 
taking  her  seat  if  she  wins  the  election  on 
Nov.  5,  because  she  is  a  homosexual,  and  is 
therefore  a  practicing  criminal,  and  unde¬ 
sirable. 

Barney,  in  retaliation,  says  that  if  that 
happens,  he  will  introduce  a  resolution  bar¬ 
ring  any  legislator  from  taking  a  seat  unless 
they  can  swear  that  they.have  never  violated 
the  “Morality  laws”  either,  which  criminal¬ 
ize  everything  from  anal  intercourse  to  pre¬ 
marital  petting.  I  think  Barney’s  right  when 
he  says  that  the  only  rep  within  the  last  ten 
years  who  could  pass  that  test  would  be  a 
friend  and  former  neighbor  of  mine,  former 
Rep.  Mimie  B.  Pitaro  of  East  Boston,  a  one- 
termer  who  was  also  the  first  Catholic  priest 
to  ever  serve  in  the  House. 

Cimino  also  runs  that  straight  gin-mill 
Daisy  Buchanan’s,  which  is  a  sore  spot  to 
the  residents  that  object  to  the  traffic  his 
business  generates  in  their  neighborhood. 

(I  wonder  if  he’d  make  them  gay  if  elected?) 
He  says  that  he  has  gay  people  supporting 
him.  He  just  may,  but  they’re  probably 
dancing  at  The  Gallery  in  Providence,  and 
not  1270,  because  that’s  the  city  where 
lie’s  originally  from.  His  ties  in  Boston  can 
be  found  with  McDonough  only.

much  work  is  still  ahead  of  us.

Five  stations  cancelled.  Seven  national 
sponsors  cancelled.  The  APA  president,  the 
AFT,  religious  leaders  and  thousands  of 
concerned  individuals  worked  together  in 
an  amazing  coalition.  Our  effect  was  un¬ 
precedented  in  the  history  of  broadcasting. 
ABC  lost  money,  prestige  and  is  suddenly 
wearing  a  “black  hat”  and  several  black 
eyes.  Gay  people  at  ABC  got  together  and 
fought  their  boss,  risking  their  jobs  to  give 
information  to  Gay  Media  Action  and  the 
National  Gay  Task  Force.  People  we  don't 
know  and  never  will  wrote  from  inside  deep 
dark  closets,  lending  immense  support.  In 
desperation,  we  all  reached  out  for  each 
other  and  it  worked.  Strength.  Power.  And 
if  we  keep  working  at  it,  the  beginning  of 
unity. 

“Marcus  Wclby,  M.D.”  will  go  down  in 
the  history  of  the  gay  movement  as  a  turn¬ 
ing  point,  the  time  when  we  finally  worked 
through  our  differences  and  joined  together 
to  present  gay  pride  and  energy  to  the 
world.  In  a  world  that  is  trying  to  deny  us 


our  rights  as  individuals,  we  reached  for 
each  other  ryid  found  ourselves  in  a  gay 
community  that  is  nation-wide.  The  people 
who  worked  in  New  York,  Boston,  Phila¬ 
delphia  and  elsewhere,  trying  to  spark  a  pro¬ 
test,  never  dreamed  it  would  grow  this 
large.  Now,  it’s  up  to  us  to  keep  building 
upon  the  momentum,  keep  our  voices  loud 
in  protest.  ABC  and  Welby  is  just  the  earli¬ 
est  glimpse  of  what  we  are  capable  of  in 
dealing  with  the  straight  world.  It’s  a  fire¬ 
cracker  that  took  us  all  by  surprise. 

Just  think  of  the  possible  explosion.

The  Boston  Film  Festival  1974,  to  be 
held  at  the  Orson  Welles  Cinema  between 
Oct.  13  and  22,  will  provide  a  showcase  for 
the  works  of  new  directors  as  well  as  time- 
honored  filmmakers.  Included  in  the  sched¬ 
ule  will  be  four  films  by  women,  and  one 
made  in  collaboration  with  a  group  of  wo¬ 
men. 

Two  films  by  Nelly  Kaplan,  the  French 
director  who  made  A  Very  Curious  Girl, 
will  be  screened:  Papa  Les  Petits  Bateaux, 
another  satiric  comedy,  and  Abel  Gance: 
Yesterday  and  Tomorrow,  a  documentary 
about  that  innovative  director.-Cinda  Fire¬ 
stone’s  highly  praised  but  seldom  shown 
Attica  has  been  scheduled.  This  powerful 
study  of  the  Attica  prison  rebellion  includes 
interviews  with  inmates  and  original  color 
footage  shot  in  the  yard  during  the  four 
days  of  the  revolt. 

Also  coming  are  Histoires  D  A...,  a  film 
about  French  women’s  fight  to  obtain  free, 
unrestricted  abortion,  and  Coup  Pour 
Coupe  (trans.  Blow  For  Blow),  about  a 
women’s  wildcat  strike  against  a  textile 
factory.  This  film  was  directed  by  Marin 
Karmitz,  but  according  to  him,  it  was  a 
truly  collective  effort  involving  workers 
with  strike  experience.
